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REMARKS 

Rejection of claims under 35 U.S.C 1 02: 

Claims 6 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DE 1963399 A, 
compound RN 32797-22-1. Applicants have amended the claim to obviate the rejection. 
Specifically, the claim has been amended to claim a process for condensing a nucleic acid by 
forming a polymer from the indicated monomer in the presence of the nucleic acid. Support 
for the amendment can be found on page 7 line 2 to page 8 line 23, page 22 line 20 to page 24 
line 20. 


The Examiner's rejections are now believed to be overcome by this response to the Office 
Action. In view of Applicants' amendment and arguments, it is submitted that claims 6-8 
should be allowable.
